President Harding has vetoed ilie bonus bill recently passed 


by Congress. The reasons he gives for his attitude on this 
particular measure as framed, will appeal to all well and hon- 
est thinking people of the country. 
He did not veto the meas- 


ure because of any lack of sympathy for the boys who ollered 
all for their country and civilization, but because the bill as 
drawn did not meet his nor.the.sentiment,of a majority.of trie- 
people of the nation of which he is the head. 


Congress knew what President Harding wauled in the way 


of a bonus bill; every member fully understood lie would not 
sign (he bill as submitted to him. In the face of this complete 
understanding of his attitude, the bill lie has just vetoed, was 
passVd as a sort of defy to the president. He met that defiance 
with ilie de'tefminaliou and courage that will win for him the 
respect of Ihe people. He will win,, not because he has vetoed 
the bonus measure, but because lie was willing to maintain his

• President Harding believes in some form of a bonus meas- 


, ure; he believes in rewarding the heroes of our country just 
" the same as all of us do. But he does not feel like penalizing 


the already over-burdened tax-payers in. rewards for those 
who do not want reward or who do not deserve it. He has 
shown his de.termination.l'o.do.alHn the power of the country, 
so far as he can act, for (lie men who were incapacitated in any 
way during the horrors of war. " As far as those-who did not 
see action and those who were hot injured, he feels that time 


~ will:bring its responsibilities and these will be met as they 
arise. 
. 
' 
In his veto, he is considering the interest of the tax-payer. 


He recognizes tha.t the war has added a tremendous burden 
upon all the citizens of-our "country; that the'reconstruction 
period has.-been hard and unpleasant'to those who carry the 
load.- An added burden—which in itself will increase taxation 
one-sixth of its present load—is more than lie wishes to ask 
the people to bear. • He asks'Congress'for a rational financial 
policy. He told Congress some plain facts about the financial 
condition of the country and prospects of the future. 


In his summary of what the country is doing-and will have 


to do for the former soldiers, he, reviewed the work being done 
for the disabled and its cost lo'tli'e country; (he insurance lia- 
bility, and the future responsibility of tax-payers to .those who 
were incapacitated or might become incapacitated as the result 
of their heroism. "These expenditures, to which the country 
is already pledged, amount to the staggering sum of $25,000,- 
000000. Without some r,eal means of raising the money— 
and Congress provided none—the President did not think it 
wise to add another four billion dollar burden upon the 
country.
